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BEONZE TABLET IN MEMOEY OP JOHN C. BEOWNE, 
UNVEILED. 

A Stated Meeting of the Society was held in the Hall 
of the Society, Monday, November 8, 1920, at 8 o'clock, 
P. M., President Hon. Charlemagne Tower in the chair. 

An address, illustrated with lantern slides, was de- 
livered by Hon. Thomas L. Montgomery, Litt. D., State 
Librarian, on "Cumberland Valley and its Associa- 
tions." 

The meeting then adjourned to the adjoining Beading 
Eoom of the Society where a bronze tablet in memory 
of John C. Browne, President of the Council of the 
Society, was unveiled by his daughter, Mrs. Henry 
Potts. It was presented to the Society by Mr. Edward 
S. Sayres, chairman of the committee of the Council 
who superintended the making of it, and was accepted 
by President Tower. Vice President Hon. Hampton L. 
Carson then delivered an address in honor of Mr. 
Browne. 
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
